THE  FOLLOWING  ARE  A FEW  BRITISH  PRESS 
COMMENTS 

Few  gardeners  grow  the  Zinnia  for  greenhouse  and  con- 
servatory decoration;  but  after  the  magnificent  spectacle  we 
were  treated  to  at  last  week’s  meeting  of  the  Royal  Horti- 
cultural Society,  it  will  not  be  surprising  if  this  flower 
achieves  a vogue.  The  group  which  Messrs.  Dobbie  & Co. 
set  up  was  remarkable  for  the  vigour  of  the  plants,  the  size 
of  the  flowers,  and  the  brilliance  of  the  colours.  They  are 
the  strain  known  as  the  Giant  Dahlia-flowered,  raised  in 
America  by  Bodger’s  and  introduced  to  this  country  a year 
or  two  ago.  To  say  that  these  flowers  are  an  advance  on 
the  ordinary  type  of  Zinnia  is  to  put  it  very  mildly.  They 
were  in  many  cases  over  four  inches  across,  as  fully  double 
as  a Decorative  Dahlia,  and  carried  on  remarkably  stout 


stems.  For  the  summer  garden  this  half-hardy  annual  has 
long  enjoyed  a measure  of  popularity  which  should  increase 
by  leaps  and  bounds  as  the  new  type  becomes  known.  Their 
adaptability  for  pot  culture  was  made  plain  on  this  occasion, 
for  they  had  been  sown  in  gentle  heat  early  in  the  year  and 
grown  in  pots  throughout.  The  flowers  stand  well  when  cut 
and  the  various  shades  of  pink,  rose,  orange  and  yellow 
blended  nicely  together.  An  Award  of  Merit  was  given  for 
the  strain  and  a gold  medal  for  the  group. — “Garden  Life.” 
August  2,  19  24. 

An  unusual  exhibit  was  that  of  Giant  Zinnias  shown  by 
Messrs.  Dobbie  & Co.,  of  Edinburgh.  These  had  large 
double  flowers,  some  4 inches  or  5 inches  in  diameter,  of  all 
shades  of  yellow,  orange,  scarlet  and  magenta.  The  plants 
were  exceptionally  well  grown  and  received  the  Gold  Medal 
of  the  Society. — “The  Times.”  July  23,  1924. 

Zinnia,  Dobbie’s  Giant  Dahlia  Flowered. — In  this  fine 
strain  of  an  annual  which  once  enjoyed  great  popularity  for 
summer  bedding,  the  flowers  are  of  unusually  large  size  and 
excellent  shape.  The  colors  are  varied,  ranging  from  pale 
pinkish  buff,  through  rose,  yellow  and  scarlet  to  rich  crim- 
son. Some  of  the  blooms  were  so  much  as  five  inches  across 
and  three  inches  deep.  A very  handsome  strain.  Shown  by 
Messrs.  Dobbie  & Co. — “Gardeners’  Chronicle.”  July,  26, 
1924. 

Annuals — Messrs.  Dobbie  were  alone  in  this  section  with 
a grand  exhibit  of  the  new  Dahlia-flowered  Zinnias  ( Bod- 
ger’s). There  were  some  40  0 plants  in  pots  (weighing  1 y2 
tons),  making  a gorgeous  show.  The  strain  is  new,  still 
needing  a little  selection,  but  the  majority  of  the  blooms 
were  huge,  well  formed,  and  of  every  shade  of  scarlet, 
orange,  etc.,  etc.  The  Committee  showed  their  approval  of 
an  unique  exhibit  by  granting  a gold  medal  as  well  as  the 
award. — “Horticultural  Advertiser.”  July  30,  1924. 


PICOTEE  TYPE 

The  Picotee  Zinnia,  introduced  by  us  in  1919,  differs  from 
other  types  in  that  each  petal  is  outlined  by  a contrasting 
color  which  harmonizes  with  the  body  of  the  flower.  The 
form  and  color  range  are  similar  to  the  Giant  type,  but  the 
size  is  between  the  Giant  and  Pumila  types.  They  are  useful 
to  provide  variety  in  that  portion  of  the  garden  devoted  to 
Zinnias,  but  they  are  especially  adapted  for  use  as  cut 
flowers.
